“Certain lands had to be omitted,” | 
he added, ‘on the basis that their 
drainage lines were already in and} 
maid for. Also omitted was a small | 
area along Valparaiso avenue where | 
future assessments might be needed 
to build other lines.” 
GENERAL BENEFIT 

“On the spread of the assessment. | 
we worked on the theory that it 
should be completely equalized if 
possible,” he said. General benefit 
and general responsibility had to be 
assumed, he declared, as well as the 
idea that undeveloped acrezge would 
eventually develop much like other 
areas. 

He admitted that “in preparing 
1500 assessments’ some _ errors 
might have been made in individ- 
ual cases. 

Three bids for the work were then 
opened and read. 


Estimated cost of the project had 
been set by Smith at $211,000, brok- 
en down roughly into $171,000 for 
the actual work, $1,000 for. acqui- 
sition of easements, $22,000 for en- 
gineering and administrative costs 
and $17,000 for “contingencies,” 
which were defined as additional 
cost due to changes that might be 
made, bids running higher than 
estimated, and the possibility of cer- 
tain parts of the proposed district 
escaping from the assessment. 

Low of the three bids opened was 
for $179,995.45 from the Edwin J. 
Tobin company. '
